Rupture imminent And U. S. 


Battleships 
May Frews 


On Caracas-Europe A»- 
gered Too.

Washington, Feb. 3.—It Is learned 


from an authoritative source that dis- 
patches received at the state depart- 
ment from Minister Bowen, at Carac- 
as, indicate that the rupture wifclr Ven- 
ezuela which President Roosevelt l»a« 
been trying to stave off until after con- 
gress adjourns is imminent. Mr. Bow- 
en's patience is at last exhausted, and 
he has recommended that he be rts- 
called and that diplomatic relation* 
with Venezuela be Severed. He says 
that the attitude of the Castro govern- 
ment remains uncompromising to th« 
last degree, and that he can see no 
encouraging indication of a peaceable 
settlement of the American claims. He 
advises that force be applied as the- 
only means of blinking President Cas- 
tro to terms, and that, as the first step, 
a formidable naval demonstration b« 
at once made at La Guayra, the port of 
Caracas. 


It is added that the administration's 


plan for teaching Castro a les-son in- 
cludes a naval demonstration, which, 
if it fails to bring Castro to terms, 
will immediately be followed b,y the 
sei/Jtre of customs houses, which Mill 
he held until all tbo American claim* 
have been satisfactorily adjusted. 


The claims which Mr. Bowen has

bam of Texas from a life sentence lu 
the penitentiary, is sixain at bis home 
in Xew Orleans with bis wife and four 
children tifter uu absence of fifteen 
yeari), says ;i New Orleans dispatch. 


The story of O'Conuor's life on the 


Texas r.incli, Ids trouble in a herder's 
camp, his two trials and final convic- 
tion, life imprisonment, the result of 
what his friends claim was personal 
spite and persecution to keep him out 
of his dues of $30.000, reads like a 
thrilling tale of western life, such as 
might be found between paper backs. 


His uucle, Thomas O'Connor, settled 


in Texas in 1833. fie was a pioneer, a 
cattle fcmjf, who numbered bis stock by 
the hundreds of thousands. He tr»» 
soon a millionaire. He settled *»t Co- 
pono, Itei'ngio county, and it WHS not 


g before the veteran O'Connor prac- 


tically owned the entire county. 


Thomas O'Connor, a nephew of the 


senior O'Connor, left his home in New 
Orleans and went to his nude's ranch 
n 1SG8 or 1869 He was young and ac- 
:i\e and lived in the saddle. He took 
charge of all the business oti the trail. 


"On April 30, 1871. my uncle »rave me 


his note for $30,000. with lewl interest, 
for services." said Mr. O'Connor. "lu 
1S71. while on the trail, 1 had trouble 
with a Mexican named 
J>ees. 
We 


fought in the canip, and be cut nie in 
the throat, as this scar will «.how. I 
killed the man Ju self defense 
He 


would not go on a herd and attacked 
me. This was lu Busqr.e county. I was 
tried in the < ourt of that county, Judge 
Woods on the bench, and the jury 
stood elc\en for acquittal and one for 
conviction, and afterward the whole 
Ca^e was quashed. 


"My uncle. Thomas O'Connor, died 


Oct. 37, 18X7. find I entered snst on thp 
note 1 held calling for $30.000, with 
lepnl interest. Then a cousin of mine, 
who was in dm rye of the estate, said 
he would pay the note, provided I 
would got tin* full power of attorney 
for all my sisters and brothers in Ire- 
land.

Co '$ weekly review of trade says: 
Business progresses steadily, all specu- 
lative excesses having been avoided 
thus far, and the numerous negotia- 
tions now pending indicate that the 
maximum of activity is yet to come. 
Some irregularity in i-eports for the 
first month were undoubtedly due to 
exceptionally severe weather. 
The 


weakness of cotton also had a ten- 
dency to check operations at the south 
Taken as a whole, however, results for 
January were very much»better than in 
the same month last year, particularly 
as to failures. Distribution of mer- 
chandise is once more on a liberal

Iron furnacei 
and steel mills operate close to their 
full capacity. 
Woolen mills maintain 


records of activity, but there is stil^ 
much to be desired at cotton plants, 
and shoa factories have only a moder- 
ate amount of business in eight. Rail- 
way earnings for January were 1.1 per 
cent higher than a year ago.
